Here was the meeting of Euro- 

pean and the raw new culture of 

cotton. New Englanders had 


come there to help build the aris- 
tocracy of wealth and society, 
as they had at Vicksburg. Vessels 
from the great and distant ports 
of the world tugged at their lines 
there at “Natchez Under the 
Hill,” where the muddy Missis- 
sippi washed unceasingly at its 
banks. 

From Natchez, running for al- 
most 600 miles through the wil- 
derness to the “Western” fron- 
tier town of Nashville, Tenn., 
went the Natchez Trace Road, It 
was beset by mauraders, of which 
the Harps were the most violent 
and murderous. Some ot its tav- 
erns were conducted for mur- 
der and robbery. Many a man 
was never again heard of after he 
left for a journey along the 
Natchez Trace. But gouds moved 
along it as traders received them 
at Natchez. 


Seaport 


“Natchez Under the Hill” was 
the town at the foot of the big 
bluff on which sat the real city. 
The miasma of its wickedness 


and the sounds of its revelry. 


drifted up to the heights of the 
good people who simply ignored 
both. It was as famous in its time 
for evil and sin as Port Said or 
San Francisco. 

When the Civil War was end- 
ed Natchez was finished. It was 
no longer a seaport feeding the 
raw, new West. It lived for a 
time off cotton but when the de- 
pression of the thirties came 
Natchez was anemic and feeble, 
picking at the covers. 


Its gallant ladies organized 
“nilgrimages” to its old ante-bel- 
lum homes. They saved the town 
from collapse. There was a ¢er- 
tain pathos in it, to be sure, but 
they persevered. Troo,s of visi- 
tors went annually to see the old 
homes, opened to reveal their 
faded glories. But the visitors 
packed the hotels and became 
paying guests, and Natchez had 
its first “industry” which pro- 
vided employm2nt and income. 


Change 


Today, Natchez, having served 
so well, if pathetically as a mi- 
crocosm of the Old South, prob- 
ably is the most notable illustra- 
tion of the new. 


Nowhere is the industrial-ag- 
ricultural revolution more dra- 
matic than in Mississippi. And 
the states of the Old Cotton 
South are beginning to see that 
as Mississippi shakes off the dead 
hand of Bilbo and his ilk, and 
faces its problems, prosperity and 
opportunity increase. Mississippi 
has raw materials other states 
lack—oil and natural gas. In 1949 
the Magnolia state was the ninth 
ranking commonwealth in pro- 
duction of those two products. 
Almost 40,000,000 barrels of oil 
were pumped from its wells and 
more than 100,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of natural gas flowed from 
its wells into the nation’s pipe 
lines. 


Natchez has become, almost 
overnight, an industiial town 
with a good agricultvral trade. 
It is the center of what is des- 


tined to be—and almost is—the | 


heaviest industrialized section of 
Mississippi. The town bas water 
—another great asset Modern 
industry requires vast amounts of 
water. Chief among the giants to 
come are the Internationa] Pa- 
per Co. in rayon; Johns-Man- 
ville and Armstrong sire & Rub- 
ber. Their combined investment 
is more than $30,000,000. These 
have’ attracted smaller but im- 
portant industries to serve them. 


Industry 


It is this coming of industry 
which has made less severe the 


dislocation of farm workers. Mis- 
sissippi was the state over which 
the economists and sociologists 
suffered most 10 years ago The 
eotton picker and other machin- 
ization was sure to drive thou- 
sands from the cotton fields. It 
happened—and it continues. 

But, disaster has been avoid- 
ed, and Mississippi offers per- 
haps the most dramatic picture 
of what the new revolution in 
the South’s culture means and 
portends.

Truman Challenge on Budget

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12—President Truman’s challenge to Con- 
gress to cut his $71,600,000,000 budget was taken up Monday by three 
influential senators—two of them Democrats—who agreed that reduce 
tions could be made in defense as well as civilian outlays. 


The Democrats were Sens. Wal- 
ter F. George, of Georgia, chair- 
man of the finance committee that 
must seek the tax revenues to 
balance the budget, and Paul H. 
Douglas, of Illinois, who has been 
closely identified with the Fair 
Deal.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12—()— 
Some kinds of income are free 
from tax and need not be reported 
in your tax return. 

Among major items of income 
not taxable are: 

1. Money from a life insurance 
policy paid to you upon the death 
of the insured person. 

2. Money or other property re- 
ceived as a gift, a bequest or in- 
heritance. (However, income later 
obtained from such property, such 
as interest and dividends, is tax- 
able.) 

3. Social Security benefit pay- 
ments from the Federal Govern- 
ment or from a State under the 
Federal Social Security Program. 

4. Money received through 
health or accident insurance or 
under workmen’s compensation 
laws for personal injury or sick- 
ness. 

If you receive money as a policy 
holder on endowment insurance, 
it is taxable to the extent that the 
amount received is greater than 
premiums paid. 

Reporting annuity income or 
endowment insurance proceeds is 
often a complicated job. You may 
need the help of a tax collector’s 
office or other reputable tax au- 
thority. 

The so-called dividends of a 
mutual life insurance company are 
not taxable. They are regarded as 
a partial return of payments 
rather than aé_ distribution of 
profits. | 

Pensions and compensation to 
veterans of the military services 
are free from tax. But retirement 
pay, based on age or years of 
service, is not tax-exempt. 

Monthly allowances paid by the 
Government to families of mili- 
tary personnel are not taxable. 
They are considered gifts instead 
of income. 

Most of the terminal leave pay 
for enlisted men under the Armed 
Forces Leave Act of 1946 was in 
bonds. These bonds are not tax- 
able, but the interest on them is. 

Army, Ajir Force and Navy per- 
sonnel in combat service in Korea 
get certain tax exemptions. All 
service pay for enlisted men, war- 
rant officers and commissioned 
warrant officers is tax-free for 
any month, during any part of 
which the taxpayer served in a 
combat zone after June 24, 1950. 

Commissioned officers get tax 
exemption on service pay not ex- 
ceeding $200 a month for any 
month, during any part of which 
they served in a combat zone after 
June 24. : 

Veterans are not required to pay 
tax on dividends from their Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance poli- 
cies. Subsistence allowances or 
rental allowances to military offi- 
cers are not taxable. 

Disability retirement payments 
to veterans are free from tax. 

Interest on obligations (bonds) 
of a state, territory or any polit- 
ical subdivision thereof are not 
taxable. Interest on obligations of 
the United States issued before 
March 1, 1941, are not taxable to 
the extent provided in the acts 
authorizing their issue.

Knot in 12-Inch-Thick Chain 
With 1 Ton Anchor Is Mystery 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12 — (U.P) —The Barnegat lightship was 
back on its proper station Monday with its crew trying to 
unravel a new mystery of the deep. 

A storm blew the ship off station recently and steps were 
taken immediately to weigh anchor and return the ship to its 
charted position. The project went well, and all but a hundred 
feet of anchor chain had been hauled in when work stopped 
abruptly and the bushy eyebrows of the sailors rose. 

“There,” the Coast Guard announced Monday, “in the 
middle of the huge chain,” a hundred feet in from the mam- 
moth mushroom anchor, was a perfect overhand knot.” 

The anchor chain is almost 12 inches thick, the anchor 
weighs about one ton, and there is no way to tie an overhand 
knot without using the end of the material the knot is tied in, 
the Coast Guard said. | 

The puzzled skipper of the ship reported his plight and the 
buoy tender Sassafras, working delicately with its 20-ton 
crane, untied the knot.

Taft is among those who are loud 
in saying they do not want American sol- 
diers trapped in Europe by an invasion of 
greatly superior Soviet forces. Nobody 
wants that. Yet, what Sen. Taft is about 
to propose would be an invitation,to Rus- 
sia to invade and perhaps to accomplish 
that very end. 


Sen. Taft would say to West Euro- 
peans: “Here is our contribution. There 
will be no more troops without specific 
authorization of Congress.” Russia would 
-know precisely how many American troops 
could oe committed to Europe. Russia 
_would know no reinforcements could be 
sent without time-consuming approval by 
Congress, plus more time-consuming trans- 
oortation arrangements. ‘The delay might 
be fatal, not alone to the friendly coun- 
‘tries of Europe but to our own troops there 
as well. 


Mr. Hoover and Sen. Taft doubt the 
ability of our ground troops to cope with 
the superior numbers Russia can throw 
into battle. But the recent atomic experi- 
ments in Nevada might have nullified that 
argument, as their other arguments al- 
ready have been invalidated.

We'll go along with the Floyd County 
measure, even to wishing that election of 
school board and appointment of super- 
intendent were made mandatory State- 
wide by constitutional amendment. 

You can’t take schools out of politics 
until you agree to start running them like 
a business. 

A county school system administered 
oy a superintendent elected by the people 
and school board appointed by a grand jury 
is about as far from good business admin- 
istration as you can get. 

For good business calls for a chain of 
responsibility. In education the people are 
the stockholders, the school board is the 
directorate, the superintendent is the man- 
ager who exetutes the policies of the board. 

You don’t get that kind of control when 
the school superintendent must play poli- 
tician with an eye on the next election.

the other night when he declared the send- 
ing of American troops to Europe is a 
matter for the military experts rather than 
the Congress. 

Gov. Dewey said Congress has abso- 
lute power over the means of raising 
troops, the number of, troops and the 
money spent for military operations. But, 
he added sensibly, “Deployment of troops 
is not a matter for politicjans in war or 
peace.” 

Damaging as it is to this country’s rela- 
tions with friendly peoples in Europe, the 
Taft-Hoover line of thinking is far from 
the downright isolationist thinking that 
preceded the last war. Then there was 
a wide division over lend-lease and the 
Neutrality Act. Selective Service itself 
was almost defeated shortly before the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Fortunately, neither Mr. Hoover nor 
Sen. Taft disagrees with the principle of 
assistance for Western Europe in case of 
attack. Indeed, Mr. Taft has gone so far 
as to suggest a warning that an attack by 
any Russian satellite on a member of the 
North Atlantic Pact would be regarded as 
an attack by Russia itself. In the face of 
that attitude, it is hard to understand Sen. 
Taft’s contradictory insistence upon-ham- 
stringing the formation of a real Western 
defense organization. Instead of using our 
strength in a manner that might deter war, 
he wants to wait until war comes and 
then, perhaps after devastating losses, go 
into full-scale action. 

That might be too late to save Western 
Europe, and it almost certainly would be 
too late to save the 20 per cent of Ameri- 
can ground troops Sen. Taft is willing 
to send. ; 


* * * 


Congressmen already are talking about 
cutting down on military appropriations. 

The military budget may not be exactly 
untouchable. Quite likely there are items 
that can be cut without affecting the na- 
tion’s strength. But Congressmen who are 
willing to let their vote on military spend- 
ing be swayed by the degree of tension at 
the time are disregarding the clear chal- 
lenge of Moscow. And those who favor 
“economies” in the military ought to look 
back but a few months to the disastrous 
experience of one-time Defense Secretary 
Louis Johnson, who annovnced to. the 
world that he was trimming the “fat” from 
the Defense Department. It turned out 
that he cut out a great hunk of muscle 
along with it. 

Let Congress insist upon efficiency in 
the Defense Department—yes. But let the 
economizers look ¢thiefly to nonmilitary 
functions. They will find a wide field 
for activity there. , 

Above all, the nation needs to maintain 
a steady, firm course of rearmament which 


will not be swayed despite the twisting 


of the pressure valve at the Kremlin.

The Georgia Senate yesterday passed a 
bill which, if concurred in by the House 
and signed by the Governor, would pro- 
vide a minimum penalty of a six-month 
prison sentence and a $200 fine plus a two- 
year suspension of driver’s license upon 
the third conviction for drunk driving. 
Penalty for: the first offense would be 
a $50 fine or 30 days in public works 
camps, and for the second offense a $100 
fine or 60 days. 

Present minimum penalties for drunk 
driving are so low they do not offer much 
deterrent. The measure the Senate passed 
yesterday would. It is badly needed and 
we hope the House -will find time to pass 
it before adjournment this week.

GEORGIA EDITORS SAY: 
A Blow at Press Freedom 


In The Columbus Enquirer 
The Talmadge Administration is gunning for the newspapers 
again. 
The leaders of the faction in power have devised schemes by 
which they would take a slap at the press of this State. They 
have introduced three antinewspaper bills, as follows: 


1. Senate Bill 149 is a measure intended to fix by law the 
domicile of any corporation engaged in publishing news- 
papers, magazines or other periodicals in each county in 
which more than 50 copies are circulated, to allow libel action 
in any county. This includes out-of-State publishers. .. . 


2. Senate Bill 150 would prohibit “monopolies” in essen- 
tial commodities, including newspapers, and would authorize 
the Attorney General of Georgia to institute suit to break 
any contracts or agreements establishing a monopoly since 
adoption of the Georgia Constitution in 1945. Newspapers 
are specifically mentioned in the bill. ; 


3. House Bill 425 seeks to declare newspapers subject to 
regulation by the State and to require newspapers to publish 
without charge replies, answers or explanations by public 
officials to public criticism in the same type, on the same 
page, in the same position and with the same size headline 
when demanded by the public official. The bill also makes 
the provision applicable in case a private person is “charged 
with any violation of the law or with private conduct in 
columns of any such newspaper, magazine or other periodical.” 


: These measures are designed to harass the press. 
Punitive They are intended to be a thorn in the side of news- 
papers that dare speak out against the Talmadge Administration. 
They are bills that would abridge the freedom of the press and 
they give an idea of just how far the present Administration 
would go toward silencing criticism directed at its leaders. The 
so-called “antimonopoly” bill is “punitive” and we don’t believe 
that a majority of the members of the General Assembly believe 
in “punitive” legislation. 

The bill that sets up regulations, for publishing replies to 
criticism appears to be unconstitutional and we don’t believe that 
it would get far in the courts even if it should be passed by the 
Legislature. We doubt very seriously that the Assembly would 
enact such legislation. 


The libel bill making it possible for suits in any county where 
more than 50 copies are received is intended purely to harass the 
newspapers. We don’t believe that the members of the Assem- 
bly will give this bill the green light. 


The readers of this newspaper know how we 
Not Scared stand on measures that would strike at the’free- 
dom of the press. They know that we shall never fail to speak 
out against them because the taking away of the freedom of the 
press would be a thrust at the freedom of our people. 


The readers of this newspaper know, too, that a “sword of 
Damocles” hanging over ous head will not scare us. They know 
that threats of the passage of such bills as are proposed will 
not scare us. And they know that the interests of the common 
people would not be served by the enactment of such legislation.

Andrew, if I should not see you again I wish you to re- 
member and treasure up some things I have already said to 
you: In this world you will have to make your own way. To 
do that you must have friends. You can make friends by 
being honest, and you can keep them by being steadfast. You 
must keep in mind that: friends worth having will in the long 
run expect as much from you as they give you. To forget 
an obligation or be ungrateful for a kindness is a base crime— 
not merely a fault or a sin but an actual crime. Men guilty 
of it sooner or later must suffer the penalty. In personal 
conduct be always polite, but never obsequious. No one will 
respect you more than you esteem yourself. Avoid quarrels 
as long as you can without yielding to imposition, But sustain 
your manhood always. Never. bring a suit at law for-assault 
and battery or for defamation. The law affords no remedy 
for such outrages that can satisfy the feelings of a true man.

The Editors: Anent the current charges pro and 
con about the county unit system, it would seem 
that one way in which this might be made fair 
and.just to all would be to apportion the units 
for each county on the basis of the amount of tax 
paid by said county or its citizens. , 

In that manner there could be no charge of 
taxation without representation such as might be 
leveled against the present apportioning. It might 
also give some counties a little more ambition to 
be something besides hangers-on. a 

If it is fair to greatly reward a political 
opportunist by giving him a fat job because he 
is “loyal” to the administration, how much fairer 
it would be to permit the counties who pay the 
most into the coffers of the State Treasury to have 
the most to say about the administration of their 
money. The money, you know, does not belong to 
the administration in power, but to the people 
from whom it is derived. 

The above would be a quick and profitable 
way to stop the perennial and perpetual row, and 
these counties who wished to obtain greater 
power in State politics would just have to ine 
crease the collections on their tax rolls. | 

After all, if a citizen is not to be valued as an 
individual, then the only other yardstick is te 
value him by his material possessions, and there- 
by his contribution to the State.

An Angle to Explore 


The Editors: Federal grants. to Georgia (or 
any other State for that matter) are subject to 
the approval of the State plans by the Social 
Security Administration. 

Every State plan must guarantee (among 
other requirements) a provision “for safeguard- 
ing the information concerning applicants and 
recipients.” Furthern.ore, with respect’ to aid 
to dependent children, no State plan can be 
approved by the Federal Government if this 
plan includes a requirement “which renders in- 
eligible any child residing within the State who 
has resided in the State for one year immedi- 
ately preceding application, if its mother has 
resided in this State for ome year immediately 
preceding the birth of the child.” 

For that reason it appears that pending 
Georgia welfare legislation may result in dis- 
continuation of Federal financial] assistance. It 
may -be well for the legislators to explore this 
angle before they cast their vote on welfare 
issues.

The System Goes On and On 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s peevish outburst against a Senate bank- 
ing subcommittee’s report charging the use of political influence in granting loans 
by the Recenstruction Finance ‘Corporation seems to have had a boomerang effect 


that is healthy. 


For apparently the subcommittee, headed by Sen. Fulbright, 


Democrat, Arkansas, has been stung by Mr. Truman’s criticism that its report 

—_— was “asinine” into a determination to explore further and dig up more detail. 

In the course of it, opportunity for a hearing is expected to be offered to those mentioned, including 

RFC members: Donald Dawson, White House aide formerly attached to the RFC; National Democratic 
Chairman William B. Boyle Jr. and others, among them lawyers engaged in private practice here. 


A thorough investigation would be salutary. 
M is good every so often for the public to get 
an insight into the inside operations of its gov- 
ernment, specifically in this case into what is 
known as the “influence racket” that goes on 
here year in and year out whatever party is in 
power. 


This might serve at least as a check, 
even if temporary, to practices contrary to 
good government. What might, or could be, 
done te prevent it is another matter. 


Very little, likely, politics being what it is, 
and the opportunities in politics for business and 
fees being what they are, and the political and 
social standing of the host of private lawyers 
who operate in the “influence” industry here 
being what they are. Most of the latter for- 
merly were in government and have their friends 
and contacts in government, including Congress. 
They are almost, in -effect, “untouchables.” 


They go on serenely undisturbed, safe from 
the limelight, year after year, with only occa- 
sional exceptions. Congress justifies itself as a 
crusading institution for the public interest in 
other and usually more sensational ways. 
into righteous furies, for instance, about such 
small-bore operators as the “five per centers” 
who do an under-the-counter business in lining 
up government contracts, or claiming they can. 
It fumes piously about gamblers who operate in 
Chicago, or Cleveland, or New York, or New 
Orleans. Those are indeed necessary activi- 
ties in the public interest and are not being 
discounted. 


In dealing with the “influence” business, too, 
ft is not always easy to distinguish in the case 
of lawyers between “influence” and legitimate 
business. Some do both, and sometimes “influ- 
ence” as such merely opens the way for a good 
and sound case. Government is a complex affair 
and those who’do business with it often require

bona fide legal advice in conforming with pro- 
cedures and regulations. 

The only restrictions in effect in govern- 
ment are regulations in most departments and 
agencies, though not all, forbidding practice be- 
fore any such.department or agency by a for- 
mer employee until he has been two years out 
of government service. 

In his criticism of the Senate banking sub- 
committee, President Truman sought to compare 
its report unfavorably with those of his Tru- 
man Senate War Investigating Committee of the 
last war. His committee did a fine job. How- 
ever, the vague maze of “influence” which the 
Fulbright subcommittee explored is not subject 
to such exactitude because of its very nature. 


In its investigations the Truman com- 
mittee occasionally delved into the field of 
“influence.” 


Once was in the case of Thomas G. Corco- 
ran, previously highly connected in the Roose- 
velt New Deal, who had left the Government 
for the private practice of law and was active 
in connection with some matters that came 
within the Truman committee’s purview. But 
this inquiry was not very thorough. Tommy 
Corcoran had influential friends in the admin- 
istration and also on the committee, among them 
the committee’s chief counsel, Hugh Fulton, who 
had been a protege of Mr. Corcoran in the Gov- 
ernment. It was at the one-day hearing into 
the ex-New Deal] lawyer’s activities that he told 
the committee, with perhaps pardonable pride, 
that he would not touch a case for less than 
$5,000. 

After Harry Truman became President word 
was passed out by White House aides that the 
White House door would not be open to Tommy 
Corcoran in the new administration. Fashions 
in favorites change. New faces appear, with new 
connections.

As American as Free Enterprise

There are a number of dangerous tendencies loose in this country today, which, if not curbed, 
eould have the effect of destroying the America we know just as effectively as Communism 


could do so. 


Although we know that every Communist should be exposed and his true danger 


to the national community made known, we are drifting in the direction of persecution of in- 
nocent citizens because they may hold differing views from our own. 


The tendency is not confined to the national 
scene. Here in Georgia it is becoming prevalent 
that everyone opposed to the Talmadge regime 
is a subject for attack as a person who would 
destroy Southern traditions and lends himself 
to heavy criticism for voicing an opinion. 


It is easy to see where these tendencies will 
lead unless curbed. They will bring on more 
and more Federal control of the thinking of its 
citizens. Everyone with an independent thought 
will be afraid to voice it because he is afraid 
of being branded a radical, a Communist, or an 
enemy of the people. It has become the tend- 
ency of politicians, as well as of thousands of 
eitizens, to brand everyone with ideas as dan- 
gerous. 

It is quite evident where these trends will 
lead, unless we stop now and use a little com- 
mon sense. Inevitably and surely, as they have 
in other nations where ruthless opportunism was 
used to ruin a people, they lead to the totali- 
tarian police state. They lead to abolition of 
our guaranteed freedoms of speech, thought, and 
press. 

Here in Georgia we have seen not only the 


Atlanta newspapers, but those all over the State, 
attacked as “them lying newspapers.” Such tac- 
tics are the first step in destroying the inde- 
pendence of thought of these newspapers. Ef- 
forts are being made to place more and more 
controls on our papers with the intent of muz- 
zling them and preventing their dissemination of 
information in the public good. © 

In the bitter months ahead, these trends may 
be expected to grow. They could grow to the 
extent that every American citizen would be 
afraid to express an opinion differing from the 
standard line. This could lead to a suppression 
of civil liberties, which once lost, are difficult 
to regain. Look at Russia. 

Let’s not in our anger and bitterness lose 
sight of some other things which are as truly 
American as free enterprise—the right of free 
speech, of a free press, of having our individual 
Opinions, and protection from persecution. We 
can do that without bowing to those who owe 
allegiance to a foreign government and who ad- 
vocate the overthrow of our own. These people 
are actually aliens and do not deserve the pro- 
tection of the American Constitution.

It never did take much encouragement to get the farmers to 
forgive cotton its past iniquities and to put their confidence and 
efforts into another crop of it. And this year we should be in 


will meet the 


better position to produce cotton than in the immediate past. 


The bitter Winter must have killed off many of the manifold 
pests which attack cotton. There are new “pesticides” for those 
that remain. We have. learned how to fertilize and work the ¢rop 
to the best advantage, and our lands are, or should be, in better 
condition to meet the demands of a row crop. Grasses, clovers, 
and other land builders have been on the land for some years 
and where these areas are devoted to cotton the yields should 


prove high. 

The last time I discussed grass and cotton 
A New Day rotations with Bert Hendrickson, of the Soil 
Conservation Service Experiment Station at Watkinsville, he was 
highly enthusiastic about the condition of the soil after three 
years of tall fescue had been grown in it. He stated it was fairly 
evident that fescue would work well in rotation with corn and 
cotton and other row crops. He said that after three years of 
fescue the soil was in better condition than where legumes or 
other crops had been used. He was beginning to feel that a new 
day was dawning for Georgia farmers in that they could make 
use of sods for a period of three or four years and then go back 
to row crops for a year or two. 


If we return to cotton this year (as many farmers will do), 
it will pay us to make up our minds as early as possible as to the 
rotations we plan to use in connection with cotton. The cotton- 
Kobe lespedeza-small grain rotation is a mighty good one, and 
there are several others that work well. 


Better Balance The recommended rotations increase yields 

of the cotton and the close-growing crops, 
hold the soil and most of the moisture, and give the farmer a 
better balanced program than when a cotton-only program is 
followed. 


The Griffin and Tifton Stations have developed many new 
facts that will be additionally helpful to cotton growers and the 
cotton specialists of Extension are loaded with the aver-all knowl- 
edge of getting the job done and the crop made. If we return to 
cotton-planting this year, we should by all means make use of 
the newer knowledge available to us and given without obliga- 
tion of any kind.

Junior Artists Volunteer 
For High Museum Class

“If we could only just swap around and have regular school 


Saturdays, and art school five days a week .. 
little girl with bangs and freckles. “Shucks,” 


said one wistful 
added a snaggled- 


tooth crew-ctit young man of seven, “I’ll have to wait until next 
Saturday to finish my flying saucer design!” 


This, in a nutshell, is the 
general feeling of the embryonic 
Picassos, Braques, and Van 
Gogh’s at the High Museum of 
Art Junior School. 


Contrary to general belief, 
‘ehildren are browbeating 
their parents into letting them 
go to art classes, instead of 
having to be sent there. The 
old school of imposed art 
classes for children is obso- 
lete, and in its stead is a crea- 
tive wonderland for children 
with imaginations. 


Mrs. Neel Whitman, head of 
the Junior School, knows only 
too well how her pupils feel 
about the dull and stereotyped 
problems given in a large per- 
cent of today’s art schools, As 
a consequence she tries a dif- 
ferent tack with her children. 


She believes that “art is crea- 
tive self-expression” and _ she 
applies this theory 100 percent 
when it comes to classwork. 
She exposes her young students 
to ideas, and lets them take it 
‘from there. 

One class is full of small 
energetic boys, each designing 
a machine of the future, ranging 
from the above-mentioned fly- 
ing saucer to rocket ships. An- 
other class is composed of teen- 
age boys and girls doing “ges- 
ture drawings,” one-minute 
eketches with ink in irregular 
varicolored squares. 

In the primary painting 
group, the little people are 
often taken on tours of the gal- 
leries. and then instructed to 
paint what impresses them most. 
The results are completely un- 
inhibited and charming. 

The vivid imagination of 
children is easily put to. use 
in the ceramics class, where 
small people pull and punch at 
pliable gray clay, completely 
unhampered by convention or 
realism. As a result they pro- 
duce original and imaginative 
work. : 


Another class of children aged 
from 10 to 15, design and build 
marionettes. Later they write 
their own play and produce it. 


Problems of technique are 
handled as they come up, and 
only if the child asks specifi- 
cally for them. The feeling 
is that, a child encumbered 
with so many rules and tech- 
nical problems, will lose his 
spontaneity in painting, and 
consequently make a chore 
out of what should be a pleas- 
ure. 


With very little exception, 
the child is allowed to work in 
the media he prefers be it cray- 
ons, water color, tempera, pencil, 
ink or a combination. He is 
urged to experiment, using his 
imagination and initiative until 
he finds his own individual 
stvle. 

Mrs. Whitman emphasizes the 
fact that forcing a child to go 
to art school is a thing of the 
past. This theory now belongs 
to the era of Victorian parlors 
and stereoscopes. If the child 
doesn’t really want to come to 
art classes, he is not encouraged. 

“We feel that if they are in- 
terested they. will ask for it, 
and if not, they’ll only prove a 
disturbing factor to the rest of 
the children,” Mrs. Whitman 
says. “We try to discourage par-

vice. Those aren’t the kind of ' 


students we want.” 


And according to several 
mothers we chatted with, her 
theory works like a charm. Chil- 
dren are shown the various 
crafts and classes at High Mu- 
seum, and then if they want to 
see more they ask for it. 

Judging from the bursting- 
at-the-seams classes, they keep 
asking for it.

Ninth Grade Place To Start 
Moral Training, Says Expert

The college man of today faces life with a more realistic atti- 
tude and enters marriage with more normalcy, but the crisis in 
the moral behavior of the nation rests with the high school student. 
~ Dr. Grace Sloan Overton, nationally known lecturer and coun- 
selor for students in the.field of personality adjustment, love and 
courtship thinks that the‘moral collapse of today’s youth begins 
in the ninth grade of school, 


“What these young people need is more recreation of a whole- 
some nature,” said the noted authority, “for the influence of the 
national situation has a direct effect on marriage and family life. 
Because more and more high school boys are going into service 
and because records show that divorces result from marriages 
among the couples who marry young, the need and the influ- 
ence should be centered on these young people. It is a great con- 
cern to the educational setup, too. 


“With the world ‘situation as it is, there is a great tendency 
for premarital behavior to be very lax.. There is nothing as lonely 
as a man who craves a woman. So what happens? You have 
a war marrige—that is a quick marriage without benefit of court- 
ship and sometimes love. A divorce usually results from this as 
well as the premarriage relationships. A marriage in wartime is 
different, inasmuch as the national emergency has speeded up 
many marriages which had been planned for later on, Those 
are different. 


“College men today must have a more normal procedure in 
facing marriage and family life rather than yielding to the laxity 
of moral life with some woman because of the desperation they 
face because of the war. A good moral behavior for a man is the 
answer to all the problems. The backdrop of all life is changing 
due to the fact that moral pattern of life is changing. There is 
greater freedom before marriage. In the olden days they were 
called shotgun weddings. The chances of their succeeding is 
very slim as compared to the marriage consummated from a nor- 
mal pattern.” 


Dr. Overton said that the college man today because, in a 
greater number of cases, is an ex-GI, has more “on the ball” than 
the college man during the last war.
